Water Situation 

Town council’s hopes that a new well recently 
completed about a mile and a half west of Vulcan 
might provide at least a partial solution to the water 
problem were dashed last weekend when the water 
analysis report showed that the Glauber’s Salts con¬ 
tent was even greater than that of the “bad” well in 
town. 

The well, which struck flowing water at 57 feet 
and another strata of flowing water at 157 feet, was 
pumped on test at 40 gallons per minute but will now 
have to be adandoned due to the Glauber’s Salts con¬ 
tent of the water. 

An analysis of the water from the spring at the 
Clay Snow farm is expected this week. 

Meanwhile, the “water survey” being prepared by 
a Calgary engineering firm has not yet been received 
and further drilling of test wells will likely be held up 
until this report is in the hands of the town council. 

The problem of securing an ample supply of pure 
water is a big one but it is of paramount importance 
to the town that this problem be solved soon, even 
though the cost may be high.
